PNC adopts plan to resolve 
Mideast problem peacefully

RIYADH, Feb. 23 — Four oil Gulf states 
and Iraq have reached an agreement here 
Wednesday to cut their oil prices and call for 
an emergency meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Expo r t ing Countries (OPEC) 
next week to be held in Vlennk or Geneva. 
Though no figures were released on the vol¬ 
ume of tbe proposed cut, the Ira^i Oil Minis¬ 
ter Gasam Taqi told Arab News that he 
believes the new {nice will be m the range of 
$30 a barrel. 

After meeting for more than three hours 
here Wednesday morning, Ahmad Zakj 
Yamani, the Kingdom’s petroleum minister 
said, “in principle there will be a reduction (in 
price).” He said that the group, winch com¬ 
prises the Kingdom. Kuwait, Iraq, tire United 
Arab Pmjmtes. (UAE) and Qatar, have 
reached an agreement, “which win be spelled 
out according to rinannstances. If this hap¬ 
pens. we'll do that, otherwise we’ll do tins.” 

Dr. M&na Said Al-Oteiba, oQ minister of 
the UAE. said if tire proposed OPEC meet¬ 
ing to reach an agreement on the price 
cut,” then tire Gulf producers win reduce 
their prices more than we are prepared to do 
just now." Oteiba and other ministers 
refused to c omm ent on whether this means a 
threat of a price war. But Taqi made it dear to 
Arab News that tbe failure will make it inevit-

able for the members to act on their own to 
protect their interests. Taqi revealed that 
Nigeria, which breached OPEC, official price 
last week, has been contacted and has agreed 
to attend the proposed consultative meeting. 

The consultations which started here 
Tuesday between the Gulf states were 
expanded significantly when the Iraqi Oil 
Minister Taqi arrived to attend the morning 
session Wednesday. What is more important, 
the Libyan Oil Minister Kamal Hassan 
AJ-Maqhour arrived too in the afternoon. 
Conference sources told Arab News that 
Maqhour is expected to represent the 
Algerian and Iranian viewpoints since he was 
meeting with their oil ministers in Geneva 
recently. This view was supported by 
Yamanfs statement that Oteiba and the 
Qatari Oil Minister Sheikh Abdul Aziz ibn 
Khalifa were leaving before the arrival of 
their Libyan counterpart, for they will be rep¬ 
resented by Yamani himself. Later. Sheikh 
AJi Khalifa AJ-Sabah left in the evening leav¬ 
ing Taqi to participate in the negotiations, 
which will receive a new participant with the 
expected arrival of the Venezuelan OB Minis¬ 
ter Humberto Calderon Berti here Thursday.

Gold prices take a tumble 


LONDON. Feb. 23 (R)—Gold prices fell 
nearly $20 in Europe again Wednesday while 
investors bought dollars as a safety measure 
in the face of uncertainty over anticipated ml 
price cuts, dealers said. 

Gold, which recently, traded at a two-year 
high of over $500 an ounce, was fixed at 
$470.25 ip both London and Zurich Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon after trading earlier at 
$468. It dosed Tuesday at S481L50 an ounce 
and has now slid nearly $40 in two days. 

Dealers said the stronger dollar and expec¬ 
tations tint lower, oB prices would reduce 
inflation and boost the U.S. economy helped 
to pus h gol d down- They said speculators 


were also selling gold as the price fell below 
levels they were wilting or able to support. 

Money dealers said tbe dollar was being 
helped by a feeling that it was a currency of 
refuge given uncertainty over the effects rif an 
anticipated cut in oil prices. 

Gold, normally a haven for investors in 
times of political or financial trouble, had 
risen after tbe fafiure of OPEC membeis in 
January to reach agreement on price and 
production policies for their oil. 

Dealers said, however, that investors 
appeared to feel tbe benefits of an oil price 
cut for tbe world econo my o utweighed the

Karachi mob teargassed 


KARACHI. Feb. 23 (R) — Police fired 
tear gas Wednesday chi several hundred 
demonstrators during brief relaxation of a 
curfew imposed on west Karachi to end 
communal violence, witnesses reported. 
They said the tear-gas barrage was fired when 
Sunnis tried to attack a Shiia place of worship 
which was guarded by armed police. 

West Karachi, where about one-quarter of 
the city's five million people live in Pakistan’s 
largest dty, has been hit since Sunday by 
communal violence caused by a dispute bet¬ 
ween Sunnis and Shiias over ownership of a 
mosque. 

Pakistan's military authorities imposed a 
curfew and ordered troops into the area 
Tuesday night to try to end disturbances in 
which at least six persons were killed. 42 
injured and cars and shops burned and 
looted. ' 

The witnesses said the latest trouble broke 
out when people were allowed out of their 
homes freon 2 p.m. to 4 pun. to buy food. 
Small groups of demonstrators also stoned 


Shiia homes in several areas of west Karachi 
during the curfew relaxation, they said. 

But they said the protesters did not con¬ 
front troops patrolling in the port city’s nar¬ 
row streets, confining their targets to the 
police and Shiia residents; 

The curfew, which the authorities said 
would remain in force until law and order was 
restored in west Karachi, caused many peo¬ 
ple to stay away from work and Karachi's 
normally bustling streets were quiet. 

Sunni leaders appealed to President 
Muhammad Zia ul-Haq to visit the area and 
hear their grievances against what they 
described as police excesses. 

They also demanded that police release 
several hundred of their followers arrested 
during the riots, when cars and shops were 
burned and looted and policemen were 
pelted with stones. 

And they wanted Iran’s consol in Karachi 
expelled for allegedly taking tbe side of the 
Sbliss in the mosque dispute. Shfias are a 
majority in Iran but a minority in Pakistan.

VALLETTA, Malta, Feb. 23 (AP) — 
Three Libyan hijackers who seized a Libyan 
jetliner ended their three-day siege Wednes¬ 
day, releasing all 161 passengers and crew 
and surrendering to authorities. 

Hundreds of bystanders watching the 
drama through the chain link fence surround¬ 
ing the airport applauded and whistled as the 
passengers and crew of the Libyan Arab Air¬ 
lines plane disembarked. AH three hijackers 
came out unarmed and were taken to the 
control tower. 

Prime Munster Dom Mintoff greeted the 
released hostages and met with them in the 
airport. It was not immediately clear how 
long the passengers would remain in Malta. 
AH were Libyan except for one, an Italian 
businessman. There was no immediate word 
where the hijackers would go. 

Mintoff, who personally conducted the 


negotiations, assured the hijackers he would 
not send them back to Libya and told them 
they would not be prosecuted and could go to 
whatever country they chose. 

The three hijackers thank ed Mintoff for his 
“kind and patient” effort throughout the long 
negotiations. They originally said they 
wanted to go to Morocco, but the govern¬ 
ment in Rabat had refused to accept them 
saying it did not want to encourage air piracy. 

There were 154 passengers on the plane, 
including 132 men, 12 women, two of whom 
were pregnant, six children younger than 12 
years of age and four other older children. 
Tbe crew included three men, and four 
stewardesses — two Yugoslavs, one Greek 
and the other from Malta. 

The hostages were reported to be in good 
health after the incident but exhausted.

Expert cites hazards of using artificial heart

JEDDAH, Feb. 23 — Professor Danton 
Cooley, head of the open heart center at Sl 
L uke Hospital in Houston, believes that the 
“best means of total replacement of the 
Homan heart is a heart tr ansplan tation and 
not an artificial heart transplantation." 

In an interview with Arab News Professor 
Cooley described the operation done in Salt 
Lake Gty recently as a “permanent implan¬ 
tation.” “I did not endorse that approach 
because of the quality of life the recipient 
would have to lead ” he said. The approach 
was not humane, not justified. 

Cooley said that it wiD be quite creditable 
for the group of surgeons if this man survives 
for a long period. He has been continuously 
in the intensive care unit attached to a big 
council of surgeons. The quality of life led this 
way is not good. 

Id the meantime, the Associated Press 
reported from Salt Lake City that ardGdal 
heart recipient Barney Clark, with his weak 
longs and kidneys slowly healing, spent part 
of Sunday sitting up in chair and watching 
television with his wife and daughter. His 
diseased and failing heart was replaced Dec. 
2 with a plastic air-driven Utah heart

“In the case of an artificial heart transplan¬ 
tation, the patient has to be tethered to the 
device. But I believe that the heart transplan¬ 
tation is the best means of total replacement 
of human heart," Cooley s*id 

He indicated that there are going to be 
limitatio ns on either of the approaches. The 
limi tation in a heart transplantation right now 
is in procurement of enough donors. It is 
difficult to keep a supply of donors available, 
whereas artificial hearts rim be mass- 
produced. The thing lacking In ar tificial 
hearts is a mobile power source. There may 
be some prospects with an electrical device or 
even the use of a nuclear element for the 
power source. Thus, both methods have cer¬ 
tain severe limitations. 

Cooley, who arrived here Sunday evening 
on a three-day visit to the Kingdom on his 
way to Cairo to attend a congres s of car¬ 
diologists of the MkkSe East region, said be is 
priltying his stay here to discus with Dr. Sol- 
iman Fakeeh, owner and director of the Dr. 
Fakeeh Hospital for developing relationship 
between “his hospital and mine" for future 
development of new fadHties in heart surgery 
and interchange of personnel. 

“Hopefully, we’ll have some of his men 
and women for tr aining so that the training 
will help the hospital here."

Numeiri bares Qaddafi 
plot to overthrow him 


KHARTOUM, Feb. 23 (R) — Sudanese 
President Jaafar Numeiri has accused Libyan 
leader Muammar Qaddafi of {dotting to over¬ 
throw bis government and Egyptian Presi¬ 
dent Hosni Mubarak said Libyan planes had 
violated Egypt’s airspace. 

“Libya’s threat to Sudan is continuing," 
Numeiri told a press conference in Khar¬ 
toum. “It will not stop for a long time. It 
started three years ago... Qaddafi has said it 
clearly he wants to change this government 
and eliminate Numeiri by all means even by 
k illi ng him," be added. 

Numeiri s talks with President Mubarak on 
the two countries' political and economic 
integration program took place amid reports 
of tension on the Sudanese-Libyan bonder. 


Sudan has accused Libya of massing troops 
supported by jet fighters on the border. 

Mubarak told the same press conference 
Egyptian fighter planes had recently inter¬ 
cepted two Libyan aircraft in Egyptian airs¬ 
pace. Libyan leaders had been warned 
A gainst further similar incidents, he added. 

President Numeiri said the Sudanese 
authorities had seized a shipload of weapons 
at Port Sudan sent by Qaddafi five weeks ago 
■ to arm his agents in the country. Sudan has 
repeatedly accused Qaddafi of sending 
agents to incite subversion inside the country. 
“Qaddafi now thinks that the weapons were 
in the hands of his supporters... But I tell you 
these weapons are right in our hands," 
Numeiri told reporters.

JEDDAH, Feb. 23 — The Tigray Peo¬ 
ple’s Liberation Front celebrated the eighth 
anniversary of its aimed struggle against the 
E thiopian government at a time Addis 
Ababa is preparing to launch a major offen¬ 
sive to wipe out the freedom fighters.

PEKING, Feb. 23 (AFP) — Fifteen peas¬ 
ant women from a small village in central 
China, in defiance of Peking’s strict popula¬ 
tion control policies, have publicly declared 
they would rather die than give up their 
chance of a baby boy.

Wednesday printed a letter from 15 women 
from tile village of Anhui, wbo said that as 
mothers of girls they lacked status and were 
targets of mistreatment by husbands, 
mothers-in-law and even their own parents. 

“That is why we will never give up trying to 
have a boy and why we would rather die than 
be content with a gni,” they wrote. 

Failure to produce male offspring in their 
region of China was a lot “worse than death,” 
they said. China’s official policy, launched 
three years ago. fimifs couple s to one child.

in rural areas where the traditional prefer¬ 
ence for malp chil dren, and desire for at least 
one male descendant, still runs strong. 

The press is full of reports of infanticide of 
baby girls and of mistreatment of women who 
produce only daughters. 

In a commentary Wednesday. thePeople *s 
Deify said China’s population control prog¬ 
ram was doomed to raihire so long as men 
were considered superior to women. The 
article about the 15 Anhui women was 
headed “we want a second emancipation of 
women.”

A Washington Poet story that India has 
begun stockpiling weapons grade plutonium 
at a rate enabling it to make 20 atomic bombs 
a year is “a totally false scenario” added the 
spokesman. 

After lengthy trial runs, reprocessing of 
spent nuclear fuel was started in November at 
India's Tarapur reprocessing plant near 
Bombay. The International Atomic Energy 
Agency has confirmed tins. 

We cannot go on accumulating the irradi¬ 
ated (spent) nuclear fuel. Reprocessing it 
does of course entail tbe production of 
plutonium but neither is that an end in itseK..

. NEW DELHI, Feb. 23 (AP) — Indian 
journalists on Tuesday won a seven-month 
battle against a state press control law widely 
denounced as a threat to freedom of the 
press.

S. Korean woman 
to die for spying 

SEOUL, Feb. 23 (AP) — A 26-year-old 
Korean woman was sentenced to death Wed¬ 
nesday after a court found her guilty of spying 
for North Korea, court authorities said. 

The Seoul District Criminal Court handed 
down the decision in the case of Kim Yung- 
Hui, who was arrested in September and 
charged with spying after infiltrating, church 
circles, labor unions and campus activities, 
they said. 

She was accused of having visited North 
Korea in 1978 for espionage training with the 
help of a pro-Communist group in Japan and 
was said to have received instructions to 
gather military information and spread anb- 
govemment rumors. 

The authorities said the court also sen¬ 
tenced three associates to jail terms ranging 
from three years to life on charges involving 
espionage and violating the national security 
laws.

in U.K. hospital 

LONDON. Feb. 23 (AP) — Mentally 
handicapped teen-age girls are allegedly 
lined up at bathtime and “hosed down like 
cattle” in one of 16 British mental hosp¬ 
itals condemned in a report published 
Tuesday. 

The report cited other alleged examples 
of barbaric treatment including tying chil¬ 
dren to chairs, making patients earn 
muftis , excessive doting with tranquilizers 
and physical assaults. 

Lawmaker Jack Ashley, a member of 
the oppotition Labor Party and veteran 
campaigner for the disabled, urged the 
House of Commons Tuesday to take 
immediate action on the fi n di n g s . But his 
request for an emergency debate was 
turned down. 

“If these grave allegations are substan¬ 
tiated. we are dealing with a major public 
«candal involving cruelty to helpless peo¬ 
ple,” said Ashley who is deaf. 

The 54-page report called “Vulnerable 
People” names 16 hospitals, about half 
the total number of hospitals for the men¬ 
tally handicapped in southeast Britain, 
and calls for an independent body to 
\ |nvestigate complaints. J

Non-white immigration to Britain increases 


LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP) — Immigration 
to Britain rose by 13 percent between 1971 
and 1981, with non-white immigrants com¬ 
prising the largest single increase while Ir ish 
immigration fell, officials statistic released 
Tuesday showed. 

A report by the Office of Population Cen¬ 
sus and Surveys said there were 1.517,000 
foreign-born non-whites among Britain’s 54 
million residents, an increase of 32 percent in 
the 10-year period surveyed. 

-Official reports refer to non-whites as 
immigrants from “new Commonwealth” 


countries — the blade, brown and Asian 
countries in the 47-nation association of Bri¬ 
tain and its former colonies — and from 
Pakistan, which is not a Commonwealth 
member.

' BONN (GRS)—The animal skeleton dis¬ 
covered in the Messel oil-shale pit near 
Dannstadc in Land Hesse turned out in the 
end to be that of an ant-eater dating from the 
Eocene.-As far as present-day zoologists axe 
corKXTned, however, the ant-eater is stnedy a 
Sooth American animal which, to be die best 
of their knowledge, has never left that conti¬ 
nent. In view of the fact that a Southeast 
Asian pangolin had been tmear thed in this 
unique fossil-source a short time before, the 
scientists have now gained the impression 

that Central Europe must hare been a mixing 

vessle of literally absurd dimensions for the 
entire animal world some 50 milKoa years 
ago. . 

The Grube Messel —formerly oil shale for 
mineral oil production was extracted here, it 
is to eventually become a large-scale rubbish 
tip—has, for a number of years, been provid¬ 
ing fossils from the Eocene, the second prin¬ 
cipal subdivision of the Tertiary, in an excep¬ 
tionally good state of preservation. Bats with 
domestic remains; skeletons of prime-val 
horses with still identifiable stomach- 
contents, complete tisane ceDs which hare 
survived the last 50 mSfion years in the 
farmer sludge on the bed of a primeval forest 
lake, have been repeatedly astonishing the 
fossS-prospectcre. 

The animals, which either drowned in a 
large stagnating lake or whose carcases were 
washed up there, date from a major 
development epoch of life on earth: the giant 
saurians had just (Bed out and the primitive 
minor mammals (which had lived with them) 
and the birds suddenly became the lords of 
the continents. Large te rr estrialanimaiswere 
still missing and the mammal* and birds 
developed rapidly, growing larger and larger.

In other words, dur¬ 
ing the Central European fauna-chaos, South 
America is dearly represented by native 
animals. 

These finds have been made aO the more 
surprisin g by the fact *!»»♦ a typically former 
inhabitant of South America was found in 
France recently: the giant Phorusrachus, an 
ostrich-like running bird with an immensely 
powerful beak, which lived as a two-legged 
large bird of prey, undoubtedly killing even 
larger mammals with sharp pecks. 

Jnst how this fauna-muddle of “Southeast 
Asia” plus “Europe” {tins “North America” 
plus “South America” came about b causing 
palaeozoologists something of a headache at 
the moment. 

As these discoveries in Messel go to show, 
this South American animal world was not 
always as isolated as has been assumed and 
was, what is more, filled with wanderlust. By 
which routes the Messel ant-eater and the 
bird of prey in France made their way to 
Europe is still a matter of conjecture. There 
was certainly no direct fink between South 
America and Europe SO nuffton years ago: 
the Atlantic was already there. 


Heart surgery 
of newborn 
‘successful’

ROME (R) — Doctors predicted a short 
life for Alessandro Binchi when be was bom 
last January with a heart tumor, but a speedy 
operation saved him and named a team of 
surgeons into national heroes. 

Within hours of his birth doctors per¬ 
formed what they said was the world’s first 
successful heart surgery on a newborn baby. 
The growth, as big as a walnut took up most 
of Alessandro’s left ventricle. Doctors at the 
state-nm Fatebenefratelfi Hospital where he 
was born despaired of preventing it moving to 
block his blood supply. 

Alessandro was rushed to the Vatican’s 
children’s hospital, where a team of heart 
surgeons operated to prove the growth. 
“Fatebenefratelfi called at three, the baby 
arrived at four and we had him on the operat¬ 
ing table at five, recalls Dr. Carlo MaiceOetti. 
38, head of the cardiology depar tmen t. 

The speed and success of the operation 
turned Dr. Marceiiettfs team into celebrities. 
Their success was in contrast to the normal 
chaos in Italy’s understaffed hospitals, aggra¬ 
vated by doctors protesting at poor pay and 
conditions. 

Dr. Maxeelletti band-picked the team of 
three cardiologists, six anesthetists and five 
surgeons, including himself from the “brain 
drain” of Italian medical talent be met while 
working in foreign hospitals. 

He worked in Britain, at the Mayo Clinic in 
Rocheste Minnesota and at tbe university 
hospital in Amsterdam before setting up the 
children’s hospital's heart surgey department 
in June 1982. 

“I assumed I was going to spend my work¬ 
ing life outside Italy, so 1 was over the moon 
when the management of this hospital asked 
me to come and set up a child heart surgery 
department.” he told Reuters in die hospital 
on Jaxriculam FED, overlooking central 
Rome. His team has already carried out 180 
operations with 85 percent survival rate, over 
half of them on babies under one year old.''

I Opened in 1773 

First U.S. mental hospital excavated

WILLIAMSBURG, Virginia (NGNS)— 
A vulcanized chamber pot and dozens of 
surgical instruments are among the 
thousands of objects resurrected from the 
United States’ first mental hospital. 

Opened to patients in 1773. the building 
in Williamsburg binned to tbe ground more 
than a century later. Colonial Williamsburg 
archaeologists now are wr a pping up an 
extensive examination of tbe she before 
work starts on a reconstruction of the budd¬ 
ing — the largest reconstruction project 
undertaken in the town since 1934. 

Tbe original two-story red brick hospital 
had 12 rooms on each floor for patients. A 
third story was added later, as were five 
other large buildings and a number of smal¬ 
ler ones. 

“The complex, known as tbe “Public 
Hospital,' housed more than 300patients at 
the time it burned down.” said Colonial 
Wiffiamsbing’s chief archaeologist. Ivor 
Noel Hume. The site is at the edge of the 
restored town near the College of William 
& Mary. 

Why did the first building for tbe men¬ 
tally ill go up in a small Virginia town rather 
than a large urban area such as Philadelphia 
or New York? “It certainly wasn’t because 
the area had more deranged people than the 


northern communities,” observed the 
reconstruction project’s historian, Shomer 
S. Zwefiing. 

Rather, Zwefong feels the positive 
attitude of one of Colonial Virginia’s gov¬ 
ernors, Francis Fauquier, had a lot to do 
witil h. Exhorting legislators to act Fau¬ 
quier noted, “Every civilized country has a 
hospital for these people, where they are 
confined, maintained, and attended by able 
physicians, to endeavor to restore to them 
their lost reason.” 

Credit too. should go to tbe aristoracy 
who controlled the House of Burgesses and 
approved the building in 1770. “Many of 
them may have acted paternafistically, but 
there was also a lot of enlightenment 
around,” pointed out Zwelling. “After all 
this was Thomas Jefferson country.” 

The enlightenment extended to tbe hos¬ 
pital's admissions policy. Almost from the 
beginning, free black patients were admit¬ 
ted on a non-segregated baas. Zwelling 
noted that in other parts of the country 
blacks rarely were accepted as patients in 
mental hospitals before the 1840s. 

Tbe historian isn’t sure whether colonial 
patients had peculiar mental problems, but 
just as today, there was a lot of schizop¬ 
hrenic and depressive behavior. At least 
rate of the earliest patients was admitted 
because of compulsive smoking. 


Apart from two fenced exercise yards 
attached to either side of the budding, 
records indicate there were few recreational 
facilities at the hospital in the 18th century. 
Food was plain but adequate and foe 
patients were locked in at ni gh t, one to a 
room. 

Leg irons and chains were common, and 
in 1790 three dark, damp isolation cells 
were carved beneath the building to house 
inmates in a ‘“raving phrensey.” 

A wave progress in the 1840s. cham¬ 
pioned by reformers such as Dorothea Dix, 
swept away the chains and grinding mono¬ 
tony that oppressed most of the hospitals. 
Occupational therapy was introduced. 

At the Public Hospital under foe able 
leadership of Dr. John Minson Galt n, 
patients were encouraged to play musical 
instruments, sew. read, and attend lectures. 
On one of her trips to Williamsburg, Miss 
Dix brought gifts of books, pictures, and 
doth to encourage these pursuits. 

Tbe reform movement ran out of steam in 
the 1850s. “Overcrowding of institutions 
caused by large waves of immigrants is usu¬ 
ally cited as the reason,” pointed out Zwel- 
Hng. “But that’s an oversimplificatioti, 
because the same thing happened in foe 
Wflfiamsburg hospital an underutilized 
complex where patients were still mostly 
housed one to a room." J

The Arab producers led by Saudi Arabia, by far the 
largest exporter in the world, have taken it gracefully so 
far and have consulted with other members in the inter¬ 
est of the organization which has been threatened with 
dissolution. But it would be unfair to expect the Arabs to 
go on sacrificing their only resource for the sake of Iran 
and Nigeria if they cannot get the organization as a 
whole to close ranks. 

The dangers facing OPEC are painfully clear. A price 
war will destroy it and according to some Western 
experts, rapidly falling prices will play financial havoc 
worldwide. The banks have staked billions of dollars in 
loans to some producers notably Mexico and Nigeria 
which may not be able to muster enough cash to service 
their debts let alone the principals. The West has also 
invested a lot of money in developing alternative sources 
of energy and tapping new. and previously costly sources 
of oil notably in the North Sea and Alaska. 

Paradoxically, the U.S. which has engineered the 
recession, the glut and the possible decimation of OPEC 
is deeply worried about the potential collapse of the oil 
pricing structure since it is both a producer and a lender 
of money to fellow-producers. 

It is up to OPEC now to try to halt the slide to 
oblivion.

Reagan’s arms control policies lack credibility

LOS ANGELES — 

President Reagan's policies for controlling nuc¬ 
lear weapons and his organization for implementing 
those policies are being ravaged by a major credibil¬ 
ity crisis. 

Its severity became apparent last month with his 
firing of the hawkish Eugene V. Rostow. director of 
the Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, for 
excessive “zeal” in promoting arms control. That 
move sent shock waves around the world, activating 
latent skepticism over the seriousness of American 
intentions to negotiate limits on nuclear weapons, 
particularly those in Europe — an issue that has 
become a major factor in the West German elec¬ 
tions to take place next month. 

In response, the administration launched a worl¬ 
dwide public relations campaign to restore an image 
of sincerity: 

— Reagan volunteered to meet with the new 
Soviet leader. Yuri V. Andropov, to sign a “zero- 
option'' treaty, a proposal that the Soviets have 
branded as one-sided and totally unacceptable 
since the day it was made in November 1981. (It 
envisions die canceling of American plans to deploy

intermediate-range missiles in Europe if the Soviet

— Meanwhile. Vice President George Bush was 
trying to sell the year-old proposal in Western 
Europe's capitals. 

— U.S. negotiator Paul Nitze, who is reported to 
have privately suggested to his Soviet counterpart 
an alternative to Reagan's obviously non- 
negotiaUe zero-option proposal, was shipped back 
to the Geneva talks despite being rebuffed for 
showing such flexibility. 

All these moves were touted as demonstrations 
of the United States’ seriousness about reducing 
nuclear arsenals in Europe. They do show steadfast 
Reagan administration support for the zero-option 
proposal, but do they persuade anyone that 
America is really serious about reducing the nuclear 
threat to Europe? 

Reagan attacked the Soviets for not making a 
serious counteroffer. Yet Andropov, a little more 
than a month after he succeeded the late Leonid L 
Brezhnev, offered to reduce the number of Soviet 
misisles aimed at Europe to 162 — the same 
number that the British and French now have aimed 
at the Soviet Union. He even offered to reduce such 
Soviet missiles all the way to zero if those two 
nations would scrap all theirs as well. The Soviets’ 
reluctance to leave the Europeans with a 162-0 
missile margin is understandable. But the American 
government within 24 hours denounced the 
Andropov offers as propaganda. 


Certainly they have many aspects that need 
clarification and modification, but they could pro¬ 
vide a basis for negotiation. Theyriresent an oppor¬ 
tunity to explore whether the Sonets would reduce 
to an equal number of warheads with the British 
and French, which would mean a substantial cut 
from the current Soviet force level. 

If Reagan is really serious about reducing nuclear 
missiles in Europe, this propossal should have been 
given some consideration. It gave, many openings 
far important reductions, and even for reaching a 
true zero-zero situation. 

But a demonstration of seriounsness concerning' 
arms control does not depend on negotiating posi¬ 
tions alone, ft alrodepen^ on the people whom the 
president appoints to develop and cany out his 
policies. With the firing of Rostow, Reagan had a 
chance to turn over a new leaf: he could have nomi¬ 
nated (for the first time) a weH-informed indrodual 
who is known to believe in the importance of con-_ 
trolling midear weapons. Instead, the president 
nominated Kenneth Adehnah. who has fade back¬ 
ground in aims control.

PRETORIA — 

A white commando killed while trying to sabot¬ 
age a vital railway line in Mozambique was a former 
British Army officer serving in the South African 
Army. Evidence of his identity provides proof of 
the "secret war” South Africa is waging against 
neighboring black states. 

The Mozambique government had been unable 
to identify the white saboteur, or the three Africans 
who died with him. because all four were blown to 
pieces. But one vital clue, a photographed page of a 
handwritten novel about Northern Ireland, has 
been obtained by the British daily The Observer. 
This proves that the saboteur was Sandhurst- 
trained Lt. Alan Gingles. 27. from Larne in County 
Antrim. By the time of his death he had resigned 
from the British Array and had become a regular 
officer in the South African Defense Force. 

Shortly after the fatal explosion on the railway 
line, between Zimbabwe and the Mozambique port 
of Beira. the defense force headquarters in Pretoria 
released a communique about Gingles. This said he 
had been killed “in action against terrorists" in the 
“operational area.”. The South African Embassy in 
London has confirmed that the phrase "operational 
area” always refers to “the zone between Angola 
and Namibia.” It use In this instance was intended 
to hide the awkward truth that Gingles bad died on 
the other side of the African continent, while 
attacking a civil target in a sovereign state. 

The revelation about Gingles is the first direct 
proof that South Africa is striking non-military 
installations deep inside other countries. Allega¬ 
tions of such actions are often made, notably by 
Zimbabwe's Prime Minister. Robert Mugabe. But 
indisputable evidence has been lacking. The Beira 
railway is a main artery for Zimbabwe’s imports and 
exports. Alongside it runs the equally vulnerable oil 
pipeline. The main effect of sabotage attacks on 
either is to undermine the economy of Zimbabwe 


and make it dependent upon routes through South 
Africa. 

Gingles died more than 300 miles beyon d South 
Africa territory. His operation was quite distinct 
from the limited, cross-border raids made by the 
defense force to “take out” the bases of guerrillas 
planning to infiltrate South Africa. After the attack 
on the railway—at Doeroi, halfway between Beira 
and the Zimbabwe border — Mozambique pro¬ 
tested that unidentified “Boer soldiers" had been 
involved. A spokesman for the South African gov¬ 
ernment called this “lying propaganda." Only a few 
days earlier it had put out the totally misleading 
statement about Gingles. 

The background to the death of Gingles has 
remained bidden for more than a year. It acquires 
added significance because Iasi week another Bri¬ 
ton — Finlay Dion Hamilton, from Manchester — 
was jailed for 20 years for alleged involvement in 
the sabotage last December of Beira's fuel depot, 
which serves Zimbabwe. 

Suspicion was directed at Beira’s small expatriate 
community — in which Hamilton was a leading 
figure — because it was knwon that white men had 
operated alongside guerrillas belonging to the rebel 
Mozambique National Resistance organization. 
Hamilton was accused of running an MNR“cell." 

The trial that led to Gingles's home town. 20 
miles north of Belfast in Northern Ireland, had 
begun in Maputo, the capital of Mozambique. The 
Observer *s correspondent there. Joseph Hanlon, 
obtained pitures taken at the scene shortly after 
Gingles had blown himself up. The photographer 
was Carlos Rodrigues, from the staff of Beira’s 
Diario de Mocandnque. The pictures show the 
equipment of the sabotage team, including rifles, a 
map. and a camouflaged sleeping bag. 

There was no name on any of the white man’s 
possessions, which included basic mapping equip¬ 
ment a Portuguese language primer and a neatly 
inscribed wordlist in Shona, the local language. The 
crucial evidence lay in the photographed fragment 


of the handwritten novel. 

The fictional hero, a student named Willie, was, 
portrayed as being heavily involved in Northern 
Ireland’s politics. He had been recruited into a 
right-wing terrorist cell, and was instructed to infill 
trate the Ulster Defense Regiment 

One sadly apt sentence in the novel read: 
“Death, as he now knew, was anything but pleasant 
or glorious.” The Observer, established that the dead 
saboteur was called Gingles. This unusual surname 
was tracked to Larne. which fitted with the novel. A 
girl in the story has the codename “Antrim.” and 
Larne is in County Antrim. 

In Lame, there was no difficulty in tracing Ging- 
les’s relatives. He was well known in the town and 
was so keen on military life that be had joined the 
Ulster Defense Regiment was still at Larne Gram¬ 
mar School. He went to Sandhurst, the British 
Military Academy, and was commissioned in the 
Royal Irish Rangers in 1977. 

At his farmhouse near the Ballyhampton Road, 
two miles from Larne. Hubert Gingles produced 
last week a bundle of the letters sent home by his 
son from Africa. The handwriting in them was iden¬ 
tical with that of the manuscript found 2,000 miles 
away beside the Mozambique railway line. All this 
gives the lie to South Africa’s claim that Gingles had 
died “in action against terrorists.” By some lights, 
he was a terrorist himself. 

The identification of Gingles also weighs a gains t 
south Africa’s denial of collaboration with the 
Mozambique National Resistance. MNR guerrillas 
are reportedly trained at Phalaborwa, a military 
camp in the eastern Transvaal; the official com¬ 
munique said that' Gingles had been based at 
Phalaborwa. 

Hubert Gingles is proud of his son: “Alan was 
adventurous and had a wish to combat terrorism. 
“He thought his son had died in some unorthodox 
mission “perhaps trying to blow up a bridge ” 

After an unexciting spell in Germany. Aim Ging- 


leshad resigned his British commission and gone to 
Rhodesia . closing stages of the Smith 
regime. Thcreius fought in a commandoiunit of the 
Scafous Scouts, : birt when Rhodesia became Zim- 
babwe he moved on to “South Africa. His letters 
display anti-Marxist views, and a bitterness — 
shared by many regular sokfeis'who fought in 
Rhodesia — That the victory^finally went to their 
black opponents. A wishforrevenge is said to moti¬ 
vate some of the former Rhodesians who volunteer 
for risky operations north of the Limpopo River. 

Although Gingles failed, other raids into 
Mozambique have had spectacular results. The 
devastation of the Beira fuel depot caused weeks of 
damaging petrol shortages in Zimbabwe. -

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Britain acts to ensure defense supplies

LONDON — 

The British government has started stockpiling 
strategic metals used in the defense and aerospace 
industries, prompted by low prices, fears of political 
instability in southern Africa and last year's Falk- 
lands War. In so doing. Britain has joined the 
United States. France and Japan among Western 
industrial nations in seeking to make itself less vul¬ 
nerable to disruptions in supplies and to maintain 
production in time of war. 

Britain's Junior Industry Minister John Mac¬ 
Gregor confirmed recently that the government 
had decided to establish “a small stockpile of 
strategic minerals." The materials include cobalt, 
mainly from Zaire and Zambia, and chromium, 
manganese and vanadium produced in South 
Africa. These are essential for petroleum, aeros¬ 
pace and machine tool industries. The Financial 
Times newspaper said it was believed the govern¬ 
ment wanted to acquire enough stock to last three 
months and estimated the cost at about 575 miDion 
at current prices. . . 

A select committee of the House of Lords (upper 
chamber) reported last October that two criteria 


should be used in deciding what to stockpile: the 
importance of a mineral to the national economy 
and vulnerability of supply. It said the four most 
important materials were chromium and mangan¬ 
ese used in the steel industry, the platium group of 
metals used m the electrical and car industries and 
in medicine, and phosphate rock used for fertilizer. 

Metal prices have been rising recently but are still 
well below their historic peaks and are thus tempt¬ 
ing to government buyers. Traders My purchases 
for the British stockpiles are unlikely to have a 
significant effect on prices. 

A U.S. senate committee report last December 
warned that Western countries should prepare 
themselves for any temporary disruption in mineral 
imports from South Africa in the event of social 
upheaval there during the next decade. 

Analysts said fears of unrest in southern Africa 
and Britain’s war with Argentina over the Falkland 
Islands last year had apparently persuaded the 
Whitehall to go ahead with the stockpile plan with¬ 
out waiting for concerted European action. 

The United States first started stockpiling about 
60 strategic materials — ranging from metals and 
diamonds to drugs such as opium — during the 


Korean conflict in the early 1950s. But it was in 
March 1981 that President Reagan ordered the 
resumption of major purchases for the first time in . 
20 years. His 1984 budget proposes outlays of S120 
million for purchases of critical materials, the same 
amount as in 1983. 

Administration officials said in January the 
United States would buy one million tons of 
Jamaican bauxite for stockpiling, while purchases 
from Zaire of cobalt—essential for jet engines — 
were under consideration. 

Reagan had earlier ordered an increase in stock¬ 
piles of manganese and chromium ores. France, the 
first European Community country to stockpile 
minerals, started its program in 1975 with pur¬ 
chases of nonferrous metals such as copper, lead, 
tungsten and chrome. 

The aim is to stockpile enough minerals to pro¬ 
vide French industry with a two-month emergency - 
supply by 1985. 

Proposals to build up official reserves of strategic 
metals in Germany were discussed in Bonn in the 
late 1970s. but the idea fell through and has not 
since been revived. The government has provided' 
some financing to encourage^private stockpiles.®)

HOUSTON — The Lebanese chfldxen 
who arrived in the United States to receive 
spec i a l i z ed treatment for injuries suffered 
during the Israeli invasion and violence which 
has wracked the country for eight years 
arrived in good spirits. “Although they’re a. 
little tired, they are excited to be here,” sa id 
Dr. Ghassam Issa, a Lebanese pediatrician 
who accom p anied the children to the United 
States. The group was greeted by a large 
crowd of well-wishers in Pittsburgh, as they 
made their way to the Massour Medical 
Center in Jeannette, Pensyivania, for pre¬ 
liminary medical evaluations. 

Dr. Issa said seven of the 13 injured were 
wounded in the savage Israeli air attacks dur¬ 
ing last summer’s invasion. The others sus¬ 
tained injuries durin g vari ous outbreaks of 
civil stnfc as for back as 1973 l 


Dr. James Zogby. executive director of the 
Arab-American Anti-Discrimination Com¬ 
mittee which began the Save Lebanon cam¬ 
paign last year to sponsor war-injured chil¬ 
dren to the United States for treatment, said 
the program began as the result of a request 
from a Lebanese doctor. 

“In the midst of the war, a call came to us 
from a doctor in Beirut,” be said. “She said, 
*Coukl someone help us, especially the chil¬ 
dren? They are suffering so much.* Today we 
can answer, ‘Yes, we can help?.” 

As Dr. Zogby spoke to reporters at a press 
conference, 4-year-oki Abir Solh clung shyly 
to her mother. Other children sat by in 
wheelchairs or stood on crutches. 

Fatmen Gbazzawi, a 17-year old Palesti¬ 
nian amputee, told of her experience during 
the massacre at the Sabra refugee camp in 
Beirut last September. Spealrihg through an 
interpreter, she told reporters, “I was outside 


of my door when a cousin said that my other 
cousin, Samir, was shot. She told me to get 
him; fari is lying on the ground. 

*‘l went with my cousin and a young man to 
get him. However, the young man said, ‘You 
bad better go alone. You are a girl, and they 
won’t hurt you’.” 

Fatmeta said as she crossed the street she 
was hit by bullets. “They shot and killed the 
young man and another cousin — the one 
who told me about Samir.’* she said. “We 
were not picked up until the next day.” 

The wounds Fatmeh suffered during the 
massacre necessitated amputation of her left 
leg below the knee. She win receive an artifi¬ 
cial leg and undergo physical therapy in die 
United States. 

The group also includes brothers Ali and 
Ahmed Dbouk, 11 and 13 years old respec¬ 
tively. Both have severe burn scars on their 
hands. They were burned while fighting a fire 
which broke out in their Beirut home during 


an Israeli air raid. 

“For Arab-Americans, it was our children 
who were being wounded." said Dr. Zogby. 
“We did not want to stand by. We ooukl not 
stand by.” He said the Arab-American com¬ 
munity responded nationwide to the Save 
Lebanon campaign “with everything from 
raffles in New Orleans to lentil and rice din¬ 
ners in Utica. New York: and Houston, Texas. 
Thousands of Arab-Americans worked to 
raise funds to make Save Lebanon a reality." 
Dr. Zogby estimated that the campaign has 
raised $250,000 so far. 

“I am happy they brought me and my chil¬ 
dren here,” said Saneih Dbouk, Ali and 
Ahmed’s mother. “1 thank everyone for the 
help to bring me here.” Mrs. Dbouk is one of 
the three parents who accompanied their 
children to the United States. 

Seventeen more children in need of 
specialized treatment are expected during the 
next month.

Asian labor still victims of outside manipulations

MANILA (Depthnews) — Asian labor 
unions still have a long way to go in expand¬ 
ing its membership to cover the workers of 
the region. According to a Deptimews sur¬ 
vey. the bulk of the region’s labor force still 
has to join a union. 

Although unionism was introduced in the 
region as early as in the 1920s, it did not 
register substantial growth until SO years 
later. The growth of labor unions was largely 
due to be growing industrialization of Aria. 

One of the most impressive growths in 
unionism has been registered by T ha ila nd . 
With only 9 unions in 1972, the country now 
has 373 unions. Thai unions, however, have 
only 203,000 members or one percent of the 
total workforce. 

The Depthnews survey — which covered 
India, Bangladesh, Sri Lanka, the Philip¬ 
pines, Singapore, Thailand, Burma, Nepal 
and Indonesia — shows that the largest 
unions in Aria can be found in India. How¬ 
ever, they only cover 35 percent or 4 million 
of the country’s total workforce. 

In the Philippines and Birnna, only one in 
every 10 laborers is a union member. Before 
the government declared martial law in 1982, 
about seven out of every 10 Bangladeshi 
workers were union members. 

Although Asian labor unions still have a 
long way to go, they have grown to such 
extent that governments can no longer ignore 
them. While some labor unions have man¬ 
aged to remain independent, the bulk of the 
region’s unions have accepted an uneasy 


truce with, if not outright control by. their 
governments. ' 

The relations between unions and govern¬ 
ments vary from the very independent out¬ 
look of the Malaysian Trade Union Congress 
(MTUC) to the meek, government- 
controlled Burmese Workers Organization. 

In Malaysia, reports Depthnews corres¬ 
pondent Li Shui-hua, labor relations — 
which had been frosty and based on mutual 
distrust—seem about to improve. Recently, 
the MTUC declared that the “era of confron¬ 
tation was over.” It has offered to promote 
better ties with the government 

The change of heart is apparently due to 
what the MTUC regards as a move toward 
more liberal policies by Prime Minister 
Datuk Seri Mahathir Muhammad. 

The situation in nearby Indonesia is differ¬ 
ent. Organized labor is under the control of 
the Federari Burah Seluruh Indonesia (All 
Indonesia Labor Federation). The union, 
which is different from the previous 
politically-oriented ones, is the only labor 
body recognized by the government 

The desire of many Asian governments to 
control labor unions is understandable. His¬ 
torically, labor unions have played key roles 
in the liberation of Arian countries from tbeir 
colonial masters. 

In more recent times, they have played 
crucial roles in changes in government 
throughout the region. This largely stems 
from their very strong political orientation. 

The 300,000-member Ceylon Workers 
rwngrasB (CWC). for example, played a cru¬ 
cial role in harnessing the ballots of the 


Tamil-speaking plantation workers for 
incumbent President Julius Jaycwardene. 
The CWC president S. Thondaman. is also 
now a high-ranking government official. 

Other labor leaders, however, have not 
been so lucky. Late last year, the socialist- 
leaning Philippine labor leaders Felixberto 
Olalia and Bonifacio Tupaz were arrested for 
subversion. 

Olalia is head of the 500,000-member 
Kilusang Mayo Uno (May First Movement) 
while Tupaz heads the Trade Unions of the 
Philippines and Allied Services. Topaz 1 union 
is affiliated with the Soviet-backed World 
Federation of Trade Unions. 

But what governments and private enter¬ 
prises fear most are the strikes initiated by 
labor unions, often resulting in major 
economic losses. Sri Lanka, with 1,180 labor 
unions, had 308 strikes in 1981. 

The strikes involved 216.000 of the slightly 
over a million labor union members. This 
resulted in losses of 465.026 working days. 

The biggest strike so for in Asia is in Bom¬ 
bay, India which has been going on since 
early 1982. Observers say that the strike 
leader, Dt. Datta Samant and his indepen¬ 
dent union, Maharastra Girni Kamdar 
Union, could demolish the monopoly of 
other trade unions in the country. 

Sixty textile mills unions have gone on 
strike since Jan. 2,1982 and some 58.5 work¬ 
ing days have been lost. Already, some 
250,000 workers are involved and losses 
have exceeded the $100 million mark. 

But what has been bad for Bombay’s tex¬ 
tile mills has been good for the other textile 


mills in the country. It has. in effect, arrested 
the recession in the textile industry. 

Several Asian governments, with the 
encouragement of the International Labor 
Organization, have encouraged labor unions 
to sit down at the bargaining table and map 
out individual collective bargaining agree¬ 
ments. Strikes would then become the last 
resort. 

Collective bargaining has proven quite 
effective in the Philippines, despite the fact 
that there were 155 strikes in 1982. Last 
year’s strikes involved nearly 54.000 work¬ 
ers. 

But this is 40 percent less than the number 
of strikes the previous years. The decline was 
attributed to effective mediation methods 
and growing understanding of the difficulties 
companies are facing. 

The number of strikes for 1983. however, 
is expected to increase, according to the 
Philippine Ministry of Labor and Employ¬ 
ment. Sources say that it may be the result of 
the rampant underpayment or non-payment 
of cash benefits due to the workers. 

The same upward trend is predicted by 
Depthnews 1 Prakash Chandra for India. He 
reports that the working days lost due to 
strikes in 1982 have already exceeded the 
previous record of 43 million in 1979. Whfle 
more strikes are predicted for the Philippines 
and India in 1983. reports from other coun¬ 
tries indicate that there may be less strikes in 
the region for 1983. 

Asian labor union leaders, however, inter¬ 
pret this downtrend in strikes as a general 
weakening of the labor sector.

Jordan at the crossroads 


JORDAN, Crossroads of Middle East¬ 
ern Events, by Peter Gubser, Westvfew 
Press, Boulder, Colorado; 139 pages; $ 
16-50

Dr. Peter Gubser, president of American 
Near Bast Refugee Aid (ANERA). takes an 
up-to-date look at the country that shs at the 
heart of the overriding problem of that region 
of the world, the Arab-Israeli conflict, in his 
book. 

Palestinians represent over half of the 
population of the Hashemite Kingdom of 
Jordan. And a high proportion of the Palesti¬ 
nian Jordanians have fundamentally differ¬ 
ent national aims from those of the East Jor¬ 
danians. Many of the Palestinians, who in the 
1940s fled under Israeli gunfire across the 
Jordan River, continue to live in refugee 
camps. They represent more than 10 percent 
of Jordan's population today. 

After the 1974 Arab summit conference in 
Rabat. King Hussein and all Arab states rec¬ 
ognized the Palestine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion (FLO) as the sole legitimate representa¬ 
tive of the Palestinian people. King Hussein 
has not. however, dropped Jordan’s claim of 
sovereignty over the West Bank, including 
East Jerusalem. Jordan leaves the question of 
the future relationship of the West Bank to 
Amman officially open, theoretically assum¬ 
ing anything possible, from complete union 
to loose federation to independent state¬ 
hood. 

Whfle taking this position, the Amman 
government keeps on saying that the Palesti¬ 
nians of the West B ank have the right of 
self-determination. 

Dr. Gubser, who previous to becoming 
ANERA president was Ford Foundation 
project specalist in Lebanon and later in Jor¬ 
dan. points out that King Hussein seeks a 
comprehensive peace on all fronts with Israel 
that would include withdrawal from occupied 
territories by the Israelis and guarantees for 
all parties. The Amma n government rejects 
the Camp David process and looks to a com¬ 
prehensive peace plan for the Middle East in 

which the United States, the European 
Community and the Soviet Union are all 
involved 

As informal spokesman for the moderate 
Arab countries, a status conferred on the king 
at the Amman summit of November 1980, 
Hussein and his leading representatives have 
increased their public advocacy of this com¬ 
prehensive approach. Dr. Gubser says that 
King Hussein has not severed connections 
with the West Bank and its population for 
several reasons. “Like his grand-father. King 
Abdullah, he has a sense of Arab nationalism 
that does not allow him to focus solely on 
parochial. Amman-centered interests. And 
as a Hashemite descendant of the Prophet 
Muhammad, he feels a duty to defend the 
holy dry of Jerusalem. Additionally, n vivid 
youthful memory of his grandfather's assas¬ 
sination at the Grand Mosque of Jerusalem 
undoubtedly reinforces the king's attachment 
to the West Bank and especially Jerusalem. 
Finally, it is only natural that King Hussein 
does not want to go down in history as the 
Arab Muslim leader who lost Jerusalem in 
war and then proceeded to drop all claims 
and ties to it.” 

Unlike many Arab countries. Jordan has 
not discovered abundant petroleum reserves. 
POor in all natural resources, soil, rainfall and 


minerals. Jordan was almnst entirety depen¬ 
dent on the West in the past for economic 
largess and political support. Now, with Arab 
sources of assistance. Jordan “is reorienting 
its foreign policy accordingly," Dr. Gubser 
writes. 

The militar y, with more than 100,000 men, 
represents a significant proportion of the 
labor force and population. The lrmg pays 
very special attention to the militar y and its 
needs. He visits the bases frequently and 
these visits are widely publicized. In return, 
the military “retains its strong loyalty to the 
throne.” The state, under King Hussein's 
leadership, has created an environment in 
which people feel they may personally 
advance and feel perso nall y secure.” Dr. 
Gubser reports. He adds that King Hussein is 
“thought by most to be personally honest.”

Although still in need of financial 
resources for its ambitious development 
program, Jordan has a few revenue- 
producing resources of its own: extractive 
industries have been buflt for phosphates, 
located In Rnsaifa. Hasa and Shidiya. Whfle 
this mineral, used as a fertilizer, has been 
mined since the 1930s, Jordan in the 1960s 
embarked on a major program to exploit it to 
a much greater degree. 

Although liquid petroleum has not been 
found, oil shale is available in widely dis¬ 
persed areas, and Jordan is investigating ways 
to exploit this shale. Potash is abundant in the 
Dead Sea and Israelis now extract it. Jordan 
currently is starting production from its side 
in the single most expensive industrial project 
in its history. Jordan also contains — but has 
not as yet exploited — limited quantities of 
cer tain ores, such as copper, mang anese and 
iron. 

Of most importance. Dr. Gubser tells Us 
readers. “ are Ionian’s human resources. ” 
Stating that the country's emphasis on educa¬ 
tion and the efforts of UNRWA have paid off 
in substantial and tangible, ways, he points 
. out that “ Jordanians now working in the 
oil-producing countries are sending back 
very substantial remittances to Jordan. In 
turn, they are providing services... they run 
and provide the technical backup for televi¬ 
sion -systems; design university programs... 
and operate computers. ” Also, retired Jor¬ 
danian mflitaty and police officials fill vital 
posts and play a role in training efforts. 

In this manner, Gubser writes. “ Jordan 
has been able to contribute substantially to 
internal stability (and) Arabian Gulf sec¬ 
urity. ” 


China reverses trend 


toward state ownership

PEKING (LAT) — In an effort to revive 
the entrepreneurial spirit, the government of 
China is starting to lease small, state-owned 
shops to groups of workers and even indi¬ 
viduals to be run more or less as private 
enterprises. 

Workers at thousands of small state enter¬ 
prises, ranging from restaurants and grocery 
stores to barbershops and hardware stores, 
will be permitted to take over tbeir manage¬ 
ment from local governments, paying an 
agreed fee for use of the assets plus taxes on 
their profits. Later, plans call for employees 
ofkuch small businesses as auto-repair, weld¬ 
ing and woodworking shops to be allowed to 
take over those enterprises on a similar basis. 

Almost all the enterprises will be small, 
employing not more than 20 persons and 
probably having less than $10,000 worth of 
business a month, but the program reverses 
the drive toward total state ownership and 
central planning since the Communist Party 
came to power in 1949. 

The Chinese goal appears, m fact, to be 
removing the government from day-to-day 
operations of the tens erf thousands of small 
enterprises, particularly in the retail and ser¬ 
vice sectors, that it either took over or estab¬ 
lished in the last three decades. State owner¬ 
ship and central planning will remain in effect 
in major industries, Chinese economists say, 
adding that there has been no real retreat 
from socialism, brtifthem new e x p erim e nt s 
succeed they could spread to some medium- 
sized enterprises. 

Premier Zhao Ztyang, ominting China’s 
five-year economic development plan, said 
such “diversified forms of operation” would 
be introduced methodically over the next 
three years among small, state-owned enter¬ 
prises as one of several major reforms. For 
the workers, it win probably mean higher 
incomes as well as the sa ti sfa ctio n of becom¬ 
ing tbeir own bosses, according to reports in 
the Chinese press. For the state, it means 
considerable simplification of bureaucracy 
and perhaps relief from the continued losses 
incurred by many poorly run enterprises. 

The program has been tried experimen¬ 
tally in a dozen Chinese cities over the last 
year, according to economists here. In the 
city of Changzhou in Jiangsu province in cen¬ 
tral east China, 47 percent of the shops went 
on the new system last summer. The first big 
step was taken Jan. 1, when Shanghai began 
turning over a large portion of hs stores to the 
workers — some of whom owned them 


before the state assumed management — and 
liberalizing its regulations on collectively ran 
enterprises. 

For the last four years, groups of workers 
have been encouraged under a series of 
economic reforms to set up and run their own 
collectively owned businesses, and individu¬ 
als, now totaling about 2.5 mflfion nation¬ 
wide, have been permitted to become self- 
employed, generally as traders or as cobblers, 

tailors, locksmiths, radio repairmen and such. 

But the policy goes much further, calling 
for the handing over of stale enterprises u> 
workers’ collectives and p riva te entrep¬ 
reneurs in a systematic devolution of 

economic management. In Peking. 400 stores 
and restaurants are being tamed orrer to tbeir 
employees to run, and there are plans to turn 
over several hundred more later this year If 
the first effort succeeds.

Since that 
report, Chinese newspapers have carried 
other accounts of this economic devolution 
— how theater and opera troupes have been 
taken off the state payroll and tokl to become 
Self-supporting, how truck drivers in Canton 
have pooled their savings and bought new 
trucks and taken away the business of their 
old companies through better services, how 
farmers at one rural commune have begun 
selling bean curd and other soybean products 
through much of the country in competition 
with state enterprises and how retired 
teachers have set up private schools. 
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U S. plan to subsidize 
exports under study 
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WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan's administration is dis- 
cussing with members of Congress a new plan 
to subsidize the sale of U.S. goods abroad by 
a partial tax exemption. Trade Representa¬ 
tive William E. Brock said Tuesday. 

Last year the United States imported 
goods worth $42.7 billion more than it 
exported, and the deficit is expected to rise to 
560 billion this year. The new plan provides 
far exporters to set up special corporations 
abroad. It has been estimated that about 19 
percent of the combined income earned from 
exports by such a corporation and the found¬ 
ing company at home would be exempt from 
U.S. tax. 

“The toughest problem," Brock told 
reporters, “is the participation of small and 
middle-sized business in a simple and straight 
forward way." 

He acknowledged that it would be a large 
expense for snch firms to set up operations in 
another country. This will have to be discus¬ 
sed further with Congress, he said. Congres¬ 
sional action would be needed to set up the 
new corporations. 


The plan would replace the present 
“domestic international sales corporations" 
— known from the initials as DISCS, which 
enabled American businessmen to save bil¬ 
lions on their U.S. income taxes. These cor¬ 
porations could be set up without the need of 
an actual foreign headquarters. 

DISCS have been found to be in violation 
of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT), which groups 88 countries. 

Both Republican and Democratic 
administratioDS have supported the DISC on 
the ground that it was needed to meet com¬ 
petition from other important trading coun¬ 
tries which subsidize their exports by rebating 
taxes. The difference is that many of these 
countries get most of their revenues from 
varieties of sales tax. Such rebates are permit¬ 
ted under GATT. 

The new foreign trading corporations 
would be designed to conform with GATT 
rules. Brock spoke to reporters after testify¬ 
ing about GATT before the subcommittee on 
trade of the ways and means committee of the 
House of Representatives. 


Egypt, Sudan to scrap customs 


KHARTOUM, Feb. 23 (AP) — Sudan 
and Egypt decided Tuesday to abolish cus¬ 
toms on most of tbeir exchanged com¬ 
modities effective next March. 

A joint statement following the first meet¬ 
ing of the Sudanese-Egyptian Supreme 
Council of Integration said die decision was 
designed to remove restrictions on trade 
exchange between the two countries. 

The statement said the decisions aimed to 
reach “the economic integration goals of 
widening trade exchange between the two 
countries to the maximum possible extent." 

The supreme council is the highest of sev¬ 
eral bodies provided for in an “integration 
charter" signed last Ocl 12 for close political, 
economic and social policy coordination over 
ten years. 

The council has also instructed technical 
committee for constitutional and legislative 
affairs to revise laws in the two countries to 
ensure freedom of movement, ownership, 
employment and residence of nationals of 
one country in the other. The committee 
should finish this task before mid-April and 
submit relevant recommendations to the sup- 




reme council and to legislatures in the two 
countries. 

The statement said the council has 
reviewed studies and documents about joint 
economic, social and political programs and 
projects and has laid down general 
framework for implementation during the 
next ten years. This framework would pro¬ 
vide guidelines for technical committees to 
carry out studies and submit recommenda¬ 
tions to supreme council in due course. 

In the sphere of infrastructure, the council 
has decided to promote river transport bet¬ 
ween Aswan in Egypt and Wadi Haifa in 
Sudan. 

The council has also decided to take steps 
for improving aerial transport by increasing 
flights and land transport by building a 
Khartoum-Aswan highway, and increasing 
and strengthening telephone lines between 
the two capitals. 

The council has agreed to cany out coordi¬ 
nation and cooperation in production and 
marketing of cotton, coffee, tea, tobacco, 
fodder, meat and poultry. 


MANILA, Feb. 23 (Deptimews) — 
Employment opportunities are more favor¬ 
able and the lifestyle more tolerable in cities 
with not more than 600,000 inhabitants. 

The opposite obtains in cities with 2 mil¬ 
lion or more populations and this stark fact 
of modern Kfe should impel dty planners in 
both the developed and developing worlds 
to opt for smaller urban centers than the 
jumbo type. 

The suggestion comes from a study com¬ 
missioned by the Inter national L abor 
Organization (ILO) and conducted by Prof. 
Paul Bairoch of the University of Geneva in 
Switzerland. 

Data analyzed by the study shows that 
living conditions, employment oppor¬ 
tunities, incomes and labor productivity all 
rise and fall with dty size. Prof. Bairoch 
reports that there are certain threshold 
limits to dty size beyond which several 
urban problems assume serious propor¬ 
tions. He cities the following findings: 

The crime rate takes a turn for the worse 
in an urban center where there are more 
than a million residents. When a city’s popu¬ 
lation readies the 200,000 mark, the veh¬ 
icular traffic situation becomes congested 
requiring local governments to invest heav- 
Jly in the transport sector to prevent paral-

LONDON, Feb. 23 (AFP) — Western 
world primary aluminum production showed 
a slight 0.7 percent increase in January 1983 
compared with December 1982. and on a 
dally basis a similar improvement was noted, 
the latest figures from the International 
Primary Al uminum Institute have showed. 

Elsewhere, the institute revised its figure 
for total world production in 1982 to 
10.476,000 metric tons, compared with a 
previous estimate of 10.474,000 metric tons, 
due to a 200.000-ton increase in the produc¬ 
tion figure for south Asia, (from 625.000 to 
627,000 tons). 

While total January production in Africa 
(up 23 percent on December, at 40,000 
tons). North America (up 1.1 percent at 
345,00 tons), Latin America (up 4.2 percent 
at 73.000 tons) and Oceania (up two percent 
at 51.000 tons) showed mar ginal increases, 
that in east Asia (down four percent ai 
23.000 tons) and south Asia down 3.4 per¬ 
cent at 56.000 tons declined slightly. Euro¬ 
pean production remained unchanged at 
268.000 tons.

An 
example offered are firms which produce 
semi-manufactured items, industrial and 
household goods, they are located in towns 
which hold populations of 100,000 or less. 

Medium-sized cities or those with 
100,000 to 500,000 inhabitants were 
observed by the study as attractire to indus¬ 


tries which deal in specialized capital goods,, 
food production and the more labor- - 
intensive sochasgarments, furniture, chem¬ 
ical products and others. . 

However, Prof. Bairoch stresses that' 
diversity and types of employment cease to 
increase when size of cities readies the miff- 
lion or more population exxqrt in certain 
cases due to the employment of women m

Japan may attainX4% growth 


TOKYO, Feb. 23 (AFP) — The oil price 
drop, now expected to become general, could 
help Japan approach its growth target of 3.4 
percent this year. 

The Economic Planning Agency has 
worked oat that a 10 percent drop in crude ofl 
rates would give a boost of 0.23 percentage 
points to growth in the initial year and 0.62 in 
the second year. At present the drop seems 
likely to be 54 a barrel, or about 12 percent 

For Japan the o3 fall means lower interest 
rates, due to the yen’s improvement so that 
companies will tend to invest more while the 
public consumes more. 

Assuming 20 percent down on oil, the 
payments surplus should rise by 52.2 billion, 
as the oil bill accounts for one-third of Japan¬ 
ese imports. 

However, this reduction will have some 
negative effects: A fall in the purchasing 
power of the ofl producing countries would 
affect Japanese exports just when the yea is 
stronger. 

According to the Economic Planning 


Agency, Japanese exports to Middle: East, 
countries would, decline 1.27 percent in the 
first year and 2J33 percent in the second year 
after a drop of 10 percent in crude -(til rates.. 

Japanese importers had expected the eas¬ 
ing of oil rates and have tended to hold up 
imports, fix January oil imports fell 13.4 per- -! 
cent from the December figure to 17,765,000 
barrels. This, was the lowest monthly figure 
since January 1970, provisional statistics 
from the Ministry oflntemational Trade and 
Industry show. 

The ministry announced Tuesday. Japan's 
industrial production last year registered its 
lowest ever animal growth in seven years in 
tiie face of sluggish demand. It added indus- 
trial shipments slipped back on the previous 
year for the first.time in seven years... . 

The index of mining and manufacturing 
stood at 148.4 against the 1974 base figure of 
100. up only 1J. percent from 1981 and that 
of shipments fell by 0.1 percent to 139.7; the 
ministry said.

U.S. must lead war 
against recession 


BONN, Feb. 23 (R) — The United States 
most take die lead in an onslaught on world 
recession, former West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt said Wednesday. 

If the United States renounced its 
economic leadership, its pofidcal leadership 
would also be lost he said. 

Presenting an article to be published in six 
major Eastern newspapers, Schmidt said 
unless governments worked together, the 
world. economy might slick! into persistent 
depression for the second time this century. 
“Cooperation between North America. 
Japan and the European Economic Com¬ 
munity is decisive for the wellbeing of the 
world economy,** he said. 

Schmidt, a Social Democrat who held the 
West German leadership for eight years until 
last October, wrote the article in collabora¬ 
tion with Manfred Lahnstein, f man c r minis¬ 
ter in the final months of his government. 

He said that when leaders of the top seven 
Western industrial nations — the U.S. 
.Canada, Japan, West Germany, France. Bri¬ 
tain and Italy — meet in May at Williams¬ 
burg, Virginia, concerted action most be at

the top of the agenda. 

Foremost among measures needed to stop 
the slide into world depression must be a 
further cut in real interest rates—the margin 
between nominal interest rates and inflation. 

As long as companies could earn a higher 
return by putting money into financial mar¬ 
kets than into production, the whole financial 
system was threatened, Schmidt said. 

U.S. interest rates must lead the way down, 
he said. Steps by the Reagan administration 
to reduce its huge budget deficits were not 
enough to inspire confidence that a change 
from present high rates was on the way. 

The budget deficits had boosted the dollar 
artificially. leading to “a phenomenal cur¬ 
tailment,” of U.S. exports and increasing 
American protectionism. 

Measures such as Japan's voluntary curb 
on car imports to the U.S. were only camouf¬ 
laged protectionism, Schmidt said, adding 
that "protectionism is strangling the world 
economy.” 

He called for greater international supervi¬ 
sion of the world financial system, while the 
International Monetary Fund and die World 
Bank should be strengthened. 

Governments and banks should work for 
more stable currency markets and coordinate 
relations between creditor and debtor 
nations. 

Commercial banks, be added, need an 
early warning system to signal problems 
among debtors. But despite the $600 billion 
foreign debt mountain run up by developing 
nations, a credit cut-off would he fatal. 

U.S. changes mind 
over quitting IAEA 

VIENNA. Feb. 23 (AP) — The United 
States is staying in the International Atomic 
Energy Agency despite warnings last year 
that it might withdraw over criticism of Israel, 
said U.S. Ambassador Richard T. Kennedy. 

However, he served notice to agency’s 
board of governors that the United States 
“will be watching carefully'' for signs of polit¬ 
ical wrangling that have nothing to do with 
the organization’s job. which is to promote 
peace fid uses of atomic power and safeguard 
against diversion of atomic fuel for weapons. 

Kennedy was here for a regular meeting of 
the agency's board of governors. He deli¬ 
vered his statement at the first of the closed 
sessions Tuesday, and the agency made it 
available on Wednesday. 

The United States “is prepared to renew its 
commitment to the IAEA and its important 
programs.” Kennedy said. American con¬ 
tributions amount to about 25 percent of the 
annual budget of $86.4 million.

Soviets launch anti-inflation {dan 


MOSCOW, Feb. 23 (AFP) — Soviet 
leader Yuri Andropov Wednesday launched 
an anti-inflation program based on stimulat¬ 
ing production and controlling wages so as to 
balance supply and demand. 

In a long theoretical article to appear in the 
next issue of the Review Konmumist and 
reported by Tass news agency Wednesday, 
Andropov indicated that economic reforms 
are being studied. 

The aim was to “ extend the vast field of 
action of colossal creative forces " available 
to the economy. Andropov, who at no time 
used the words economic reform, stressed at 
length, however, the need to take concrete, 
“ carefully elaborated and realistic ” meas¬ 
ures firmly in line with the Socialist economic 
system. 

Once such measures had been taken, they 
must not be “ abandoned mid-way. ” This 
was seen as a reference to 1965 reforms, 
reviewed in 1977, which have been only par¬ 
tially applied. 

Referring to the Leninist tradition, he 
declared that “ verything which is decided 
must be carried out.” Andropov referred 
several times to the Marxist theory that the 
value of exchange of a particular hem repres¬ 
ents the amount of labor expended, but ack¬ 
nowledged that this principle had been for¬ 
gotten. 

This had caused a real unbalance between 
supply and demand of goods were not distri¬ 
buted in close coordination with output, 
problems inevitably arose. 

Stressing that there was a limit to what 
could be provided, he said that to redress the 
situation he had concentrated fitstly on 
growth and production, and fiora this hue on 
improving material and cultural living stan- 
i dards. 


This policy would permit elimination of 
production shortfalls, Andropov said, indi¬ 
cating that the measures were also intended 
to outdo the flourishing black marker in 
goods on the SLate market 

However. Andropov did not mention 
another aspect of economic policy — adjust¬ 
ment of some prices—which has not yet been 
announced officially. 

Defining the objectives of the Socialist 
economy, Andropov said that contrary to 
capitalism, it was based on the interests of the 
workers. This combination of personal and 
genera] interests was the driving force behind 
economic growth, and “ the strengthening of 
the economic and defensive power of the 
Soviet state. ” 

U.K. watermen 
call off strike 

LONDON. Feb. 23 (AP)—Union leaders 
called off Britain’s month-long water and 
sewerage strike after agreement was reached 
on a deal giving 29.000 workers a 10.5 per¬ 
cent hike on basic wages spread over 16 
months. 

The deal is seen as a setback for the Con¬ 
servative government of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and its right-money 
policies aimed at limiting public sector pay 
hikes to around 4.5 or 5 percent. 

Union leaders on Tuesday night told the 
strikers to return to woric Thursday morning. 
The workers face a backlog of work repairing 
burst water maim and carrying ont other 
essential maintenance work that has left 
some 91.000 homes and businesses without 
direct water supply and forced 8.25 million 
Britons to bofl their chinking water. 
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Dollar regains lost ground

JEDDAH, Feb. 23 — The dollar reco¬ 
vered with a vengeance on the Wednesday 
markets in Europe after storming against all 
the major currencies the previous night in 
New York. The sudden and dramatic tur¬ 
naround caught a lot of operators by sur¬ 
prise but the sheer size of movement against 
some currencies was unparalleled for the 
past few months. 

The German mark which had been trad¬ 
ing quietly at 2.3950 levels Tuesday was 
trading ax 2.4390 levels Wednesday — tlx: 
sharpest one-day fall for the mark in the 
past year. The Japanese yen fell back by 400 
points to trade 236.80 levels, while the 
French franc was weaker at 6.8900 levels 
from 6.7600 levels Tuesday. 

The British pound feD back another one 
cent to trade at around 1.5135 levels from 
1.5260 on Tuesday with the pound being 
affected by the news out of Riyadh that tbs 
GCC states and Iraq were considering in 
principle cutting the price of their on. Until 
the situation is clarified next week when 
another OPEC oil ministers’ meeting is 
being planned, the British pound will come 
under pressure on the exchanges. 

The markets win be watching to see if the 
Bank of England win come to the interven¬ 
tion of the pound later Friday or early next 
week. 

In the New York money markets as well 
as in Europe on Wednesday. doDar interest 
rates continued to be relatively steady and 
did not seem to be affected by the almost 
panicky trading on the exchange markets. 


Eurodollar interest rates were quoted at 
around 8 13/16 — 8 15/16 percent for the 
one-year tenor— only 1/16 percent higher, 
while the one-year rate was slightly depre¬ 
ssed at around the 9 % percent level com¬ 
pared with 9 % percent Tuesday. 

The sudden and abrupt rise of the dollar 
on the exchange markets caused confusion 
on the bullion markets with gold and silver 
prices dropping sharply. Gold traded 
around $480 an ounce — down from 5502 
on Tuesday, in the sharpest one-day drop 
for this year. 

Silver prices were down by almost 70 
cents to trade at $13.72 an ounce over 
Tuesday prices. Bullion dealers described it 
as one of the most chaotic days seen yet with 
buyers and sellers not exactly sure why the 
price floor had caved in so much. The fan in 
world oil prices has triggered a fear that 
other commodity and bullion prices were 
now bound to drop soon. 

The local markets reacted as if nothing 
was happening around them. Riyal deposit 
levels were steady at 6 % - 7 y« percent on 
average for short-dated funds, while the 
week-fixed was traded at 6 V* - 6 % percent 
levels. Spot riyal/doDar exchange rates were 
sharply up over Tuesday levels to trade at 
3.4400-10 on Thursday.

Growth may exceed target-Shultz 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP) - U.S. 
Secretary of State George P. Shultz predicted 
that the U.S. economy will expand more 
rapidly than President Ronald Reagan’s 
budget projections indicate, but a key law¬ 
maker said the United States must guard 
against a worldwide recession. 

Shultz, an economist and former secretary 
of the treasury, testified before the Senate 
Budget Committee on behalf of the administ¬ 
ration’s proposals for foreign aid and related 
spending. 

“It appears to me personally that the 
growth projections in the president's budget 
will be exceeded,” Shultz said. 4 ' Interest rates 
are down, inflation is down, inventories are 
depleted. Basically an expansionary set of 
policies is in place." 

Shultz renewed his plea last week to House 
and Senate committees on international 
affairs for approval of the administration's 
agreement to increase the U.S. contribution 
to the International Monetary Fund (IMF) by 
$5.8 billion. 


“The international economy is too vulner¬ 
able to permit a continued decline in lending 
to the Third World,” he said. “Western gov¬ 
ernments, including our own have a stake in 
seeing that the developing countries have suf¬ 
ficient capital to pay for imports of goods and 
services that will enhance their productivity, 
and contribute to world economic expan¬ 
sion." 

Meanwhile, the Commerce Department 
reported Tuesday, the U.S. economy was 
declining less rapidly than previously esti¬ 
mated in the final quarter of last year. 

The report said economic activity — as 
measured by inflation-adjusted gross 
national product — declined at an annual rate 
of 1.9 percent in the fourth quarter rather 
than the 2.5 percent rate estimated last 
month. The 1.8 percent decline for the year 
did not change. That was the biggest one-year 
drop since 1946. 

Ibe main reason for the quarterly change 
was a revision in the fourth-quarter infla tion 
estimate.

DUBLIN, Feb. 23, (R)—The owners of 
the champion racehorse Shergar. stolen two 
weeks ago. are cl aiming damages of 20 mil ¬ 
lion Irish pounds ($28 million) from an Irish 
local authority, the authority’s spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

The owners’ syndicate lodged foe malici¬ 
ous damages claim with Kildare County 
Council, which administers the region con¬ 
taining the Aga Khan’s BaOymana Stud 
where Shergar was taken, the council 
spokesman said. The sum cl aim ed repres¬ 
ents nearly double the horse’s nominal 
value, held in 34 shares of which the Aga 
Khan owns six, and appears to be based on 
estimated loss of stud fees if the horse has 
Sheen killed or badly injured. 


Shergar was due to have covered some 55 
mates, at 70,000 pounds ($ 96.000) a time, 
in the breeding season which began 10 days 
ago and lasts until the end of June. Staffions 
axe usually active tor between 10 and 12 
years. Shergar, die 1981 English and Info 
Derby winner, is regarded as one of the 
greatest modem racehorses. As the hunt for 
him entered its third week police said they 
had no new leads. 

The damages claim is based on Ireland's 
malicious injuries act, winch provides for 
compensation for damage to property. 
Claims must be lodged within two weeks of 
the incident andlawyers described the syn¬ 
dicate's demand as a “holding cfahn."

The British-based Spirit team started 
operations only last year, when they won the 
European Formula Two Championship with 
the aid of Honda engines. The success con¬ 
vinced them to move up to Formula One and 
Honda agreed to back them. 

The team’s three founders. Gordon Cop- 
puck from McLaren, John Baldwin from 
Lotus and former March engineer John Wic¬ 
kham, immediately set about designing a new 
car around Honda's engine and to comply 
with modified Formula One rules. The Spirit 
squad arrived in America about three weeks 
ago, after several weeks' successful trials on 
British circuits. 

Drivers Thierry Boutsen of Belgium and 
Stefan Johansson of Scandinavia have taken 
turns at daily practices on the riverside and 
Wyllow Spring circuits in California. Bom- 
sen. speaking before leaving for Tokyo to 
seek extra sponsorship, said: “We have done 
1.000 kilometers with each motor Honda has 
provided, and nothing has gone wrong with 
any of them. 

“It is not definite yet, bur we hope to race 
in Belgium at Spa on May 22. There will be 
one car. and I will be the driver.” the Belgian 
said. 

The names of the team allowed to compete 
in this year’s Formula One World Champion¬ 
ship will be announced by the International 
Auto-Sport Federation (FISA) on Feb. 28. 

Spirit could still enter some Grand Prix as a 
non-championship team, even if they are not 
involved in the world title chase. Honda’s 
own Formula One team raced for five seasons 
from 1964. winning the Mexican Grand Prix 


in 1965 and the Italian in 1967. They with¬ 
drew from the world championship after 
French driver Jo Schlesser died when Us 
Honda crashed and caught fire during his first 
Formula One race, the French Grand Prix at 
Rouen in 1968. 

The Japanese firm returned to Formula 
Two racing in 1980, by supplying engines to 
the Rah stable. The following year Ralt won 
ih» European title and in 1982 Honda 
decided to extend their involvement by sup¬ 
plying both Ralt and Spirit. Jo Schlesser’s 
nephew Jean-Louis Schlesser will compete in 
Formula One events for the first time this 
year. He has signed with March to drive in the 
European Grand Prix. 

Meanwhile, Didier Pironi, the French rac¬ 
ing driver whose legs were crushed in an hor¬ 
rific accident before the West German Grand 
Prix last August, hopes to return to Grand 
Prix competition before the end of 1983. 

Pironi. 30. underwent another operation in 
Paris Tuesday, when surgeons aimed to free 
the movement of Us right ankle and to 
examine the tibia bone in the same leg. He 
will need at least one more operation, for a 
bone graft on the tibia, before he can walk 
normally or drive a non-automatic car.

HANOI, Feb. 23 (AFP) - Leadere of 
Laos, Cambodia and Vietnam on Wednesday 
announced an gnnnai partial withdrawal of 
Vietnamese troops from Cambodia in view of 
"an improvement in security” in that coun¬ 
try, at the end of a two-day Indochinese 
s ummit in '. Vientiane. 

The meeting which began Tuesday in total 
secrecy was the first summit between the 
three countries since Communist govern¬ 
ments came to power in 1975. 

However, Hanoi's 150,000 to 180,000 
soldiers would remain on Cambodian soil as 
long as China continued to be a threat, 
informed diplomatic sources in Hanoi said. 

The Indochinese countries issued a com¬ 
munique listing conditions for a total with¬ 
drawal- An end to the Chinese threat, an end 
to the use of Thai territory by the Cambodian 
resistance and of aid to the resistance move¬ 
ments and the guaranteeing of Cambodia's 
borders after peace. ;

The first withdrawal would take (dace this 
year, the countries decided, but the exact 
date, venue and number had yet to be 
specified.

In Bangkok, Thai Foreign Minister Sithi 
Sawetasila expressed doubt on future partial 
withdrawals of Vietnamese troops from 
Cambodia. 

Speaking to press. Air Chief Marshal Sithi 
Sawetasila said Vietnam had announced a 
partial withdrawal last year, but fighting con¬ 
tinued to rage on the Thai-Cambodian bor¬ 
der with Thai military reports suggesting that 
Vietnamese troops had been strengthened 
and equipped with better weapons. 

“From the reports we received and from 
what they (Vietnamese) say, I cannot tefl if 
this (withdrawal) is true,” he added.

Japan reports 
Russian buildup 

TOKYO, Feb. 23 (R) — A significant 
Soviet military buildup is under way in the 
Far East, Japanese Defense Minister 
Kazuo Tanikawa told a parliamentary 
committee Wednesday. 

Speaking at an ad hoc security affairs 
committee meeting he said the Soviet 
Union had deployed between a quarter 
and a third of its nuclear and conventional 
strength in the Far East, including SS-20 
medium-range nuclear missies.

defense sources said recently that the 
Soviet Union had deployed about 90 
SS-20 missil es in the Far East.

No one should think the Soviet Union’s 
disarmament proposals were a sign of weak¬ 
ness, he said. Moscow faced strong, techni¬ 
cally well-equipped Western forces but the 
level of development of the Soviet Economy 
and science made possible the production of 
the most complex military technology. 

“Our country is capable of producing any 
sort of weapon on which the enemies of peace 
care to wager, whether it be an MX imssle. 
Cruise missile or any other sort of military 
machine,” Marshall Ustinov said. The article 

was publubed to mark Soviet Army and Navy 
Day; die 65th anniversary of their founda¬ 
tion. 

Marshal Ustinov said the level of military 
preparedness of Soviet troops was a matter 
for unceasing effort “Only then will no event 
catch us unawares.” he said. No effort was 
spared on the part of every member of the 
forces to keep up to date with the techniques 
of modem warfare. 

Marshal Ustinov accused the United States 
and its allies of increasing the risk of nuclear 
warfare. The threat of war. “above all nuclear 
war,” is increasing through the fault of 
“imperialist circles of the U.SA. and its 
allies,” Ustinov asserted. 

“In such conditions, die Communist Party 
is taking necessary measures to ensure the 
security of the country and heighten the vigil¬

Angola, S. Africa confer again 


JOHANNESBURG. Feb. 23 (Agencies) 
— South African and Angolan delegations 
met in the Cape Verde Islands Wednesday 
for talks on the conditions for peace along the 
troubled Namibian (Southwest African)- 
Angolan border. Foreign Minister PQc Botha 
said in Cape Town. 

He was answering questions about the 
long-awaited second meeting between the 
two countries following talks in Cape Verde 
on Dec. 7. Botha said the South African 
delegation would return home before the end 
of the week. 

The South African delegation is led by the 
director general of foreign affairs. Hans van 
Dalsen. assisted by the ambassador to the 
United States. Brand Fourie, other foreign 
affair s department officials, and members of 
the South African defense force. An Angolan 
delegation led by Deputy Foreign Affairs 
Minister Venando de Maura arrived in the 
Cape Verde Islands on Tuesday. 

The talks are taking place against a back¬ 
ground of fi ghting in northern Namibia, 
where the South African defense force says it 
has killed 129 members of the black national¬ 
ist Southwest Africa People's Organization 
(SWAPO) who infiltrated the territory from 
Angola. Two defense force men have died in 
the operations. _ 


The first round of falls between South 
Africa anH Angola took place on die Island of 
Sal in Cape Verde on Dec. 7. when the Pre¬ 
toria team headed by Botha himself. 

The opposition Rand Dotty said Wed¬ 

nesday that the decision not to send a cabinet 
minister to the renewed talks was regarded by 
some observers as a sign of South African 
anger at the opening of a new offensive by 
SWAPO in northern Namibia. 

Botha said last week chances for a ceasefire 
on the Namibia border with Angola had 
dimmed in light of “recent events.” 

The aim of the latest round of negotiations 
is for a ceasefire agreement in the region, 
which would not only bind the South Agrican 
troops and SWAPO but also the South 
African-backed Angolan UNITA guerrillas 
fighting the Luanda regime. 

The ceasefire would be a prelude to that 
called for in United Nations Security Council 
resolution 435 on Namibia, and would have 
an experimental value in order to re-establish 
the mutual confidence which is presently 
lacking between Pretoria and Luanda, 
according to Botha. The foreign minister also 
said that SWAPO’s agreement was not indis¬ 
pensable to the arrangement between South 
Africa and Angofa.
